summer. 

Kingston Council wants to turn 
town centres into bike-friendly 
“mini Hollands” and is applying to 
Mayor of London’s Vision for Cy¬ 
cling fund. 

Drawings show a cycling “super¬ 
skyway” across the River Thames 
next to Kingston Bridge, and a 700m

pontoon-style cycle path along the 
town’s riverfront, from Anglers 
Green to Thameside.

Crime at five of Kingston’s 
busiest late night venues has 
dropped by half since the in¬ 
troduction of a photo ID scan¬ 
ning system, a new police 
report says. 

Offences inside Oceana, the 
Hippodrome, McClusky’s and 
the King’s Tun have fallen by 
50 per cent since the installa¬ 
tion of Scan Net in October 
2012, with Barcadia in 
Clarence Street following suit 
in May this year. 

Scan Net machines scan the 
ID of everyone entering a 
venue, and can detect fakes 
and whether someone has 
been banned anywhere else in 


A Chessington food bank ran 
out of food after seeing a spike 
in the number of people visit¬ 
ing in the past two weeks.

Oceana nightclub licence deal cost council £30k

Kingston Council spent more 
than £30,000 on the aborted 
Oceana licence hearing, it has 
been revealed. 

The authority paid £24,888 to 
its legal and environmental offi¬ 
cers, and £7,055 to barristers, be¬ 
fore finally striking a deal with 
club bosses last month that kept 
the venue open. 

In total, it forked out £31,943 of 
taxpayers’ money - but esti¬ 
mates it could have cost 10 times 
that amount had the hearing 
gone ahead. 

Had the council lost the appeal, 
officers estimated the court 
costs could have exceeded 
£250,000. 

That is in addition to an esti¬ 
mated £20,500 in lawyer fees, 
and another £8,000 for officers’ 
time. 

The figures were revealed after 
a Freedom of Information 
request. 

Of the expenditure, Kingston 


Council leader Councillor Liz 
Green said: “It was not an 
option. 

“[The owners] Luminar 


appealed against our decision 
and to defend it we had to em¬ 
ploy legal experts, which costs 
money. 


“If we had gone to a full court 
case we could have been looking 
at £300,000 in total, not £30,000.” 

Kingston Council revoked Lu- 
minar’s licence during a public 
hearing in November following 
the murder of Jamie Sanderson 
inside the club on October 25. 

Luminar appealed and a hear¬ 
ing was due to take place earlier 
this month before the two par¬ 
ties came to a private agreement 
during a private meeting. 

Councillor Ken Smith, who 
walked out of the meeting after 
refusing to sign a gagging order, 
said: “I think if you are protect¬ 
ing the interests of the residents 
and to do so you are going to end 
up in court, then there is a price 
to be paid. 

“But are we saying we did not 
proceed with this because of 
costs or for another reason?”

Kingston has been snubbed by a Depart¬ 
ment for Education programme that has 
been dishing out £820m for extra school 
places across the country. 

The borough only received funding for 
an extra 24 places at the special needs 
Dysart School in Ewell Road, Surbiton. 

Meanwhile, Croydon Council was 
awarded funding for seven new schools, 
opening up more than 5,000 school places 
for children. 

Councillor David Ryder-Mills, lead 
member for schools and continuing 


education, said: “The cynic in me says 
that because we have been seen to cope 
well with the huge increase, and still con¬ 
tinue to cope, we are getting small pallia¬ 
tions whereas perhaps other boroughs 
not coping so well are getting more.” 

But Tiffin School governor and ex Con¬ 
servative leader of the council Kevin 
Davis said: “For this free school bid 
[north Kingston] they have not got any 
money and now they have money and no 
school. 

“The whole thing is baffling.”

Flags were flown in most 
public buildings and many 
shops to celebrate. A peal 
was rung on the bells of the 
parish church. 

Three children shared 
Charles’s birthday at 
Kingston County Hospital 
maternity ward, and one, a 
boy, was born a quarter of an 
hour after the prince. 

When Prince William was 
born in 1982 the mayor of 
Kingston, Councillor Ken¬ 
neth Gooding, kept up the 
centuries-old tradition by 
sending a message to the 
Prince and Princess of 
Wales. 

That year, our sister paper 
the Surrey Comet had a royal 
baby contest featuring his¬ 
toric photographs of the 19th 
and 20th centuries.

Police investigating the 
death of Norbiton resident 
Warsame Warsame have re¬ 
bailed a man arrested on 
suspicion of GBH until later 
this month. 

Mr Warsame, 24, who was 
known as DJ Instant, was 
found unconscious on a 
train travelling between 
Wimbledon and Raynes 
Park on March 2 and died in 
hospital two days later.

Travellers were able to drive their 
caravans into a public park after 
“a council fence was removed” by 
allotment owners, it has been 
claimed. 

Residents and councillors 
watched on as four caravans 
moved into Manor Park, Worces¬ 
ter Park, on the evening of Tues¬ 
day, July 23. 

They had a table, a parasol and 
a dog kennel among their belong¬ 
ings. The invasion came days be¬ 
fore a council election in nearby 
New Malden, echoing an en¬ 
croachment on Kingston’s Fair- 
field in June 2012. 

But entry into the park was eas¬ 
ier for the group as the owners of 
the Hawthorne Woods had spent 
months chopping down trees, 
burning them and flattening the 
area for allotment plots. 

The owners also allegedly took 
out the fence that backed on to the 
council-owned part of the land. 

The group was escorted from 
the site by police last Thursday 
evening. 

Councillor Simon James, lead 
member for sustainability and 
sport, said: “We are, of course, 
very annoyed they took out part 
of our fence. 

“We are investigating suing for 
any legal wasted costs. This guy 
has removed part of the fence and 
this has allowed these guys 
across.” 

Sumdar Guru, who is represent¬ 
ing three owners of the seven pro¬ 
posed allotments said he would 
investigate the claim, saying: “I 
was there [on Wednesday, July 24] 
securing the whole place with 
Kingston Council officers. No one 
mentioned anything about it to 
me. You are the first person to

mention this to me. 

“I am more than willing to help 
to secure our part of the land - 
anything to do with the site, I will 
do it.” 

A council spokesman confirmed 
another site for the travellers had 
been identified and the offer 
would be made to them. 

He said: “Bottom line is, it’s a 
public park not a caravan site.” 

It is believed the travellers are 
the same group that moved on to 
the derelict Worcester Park Tav¬ 
ern car park for weeks. Piles of 
rubbish were left behind when 
they finally left earlier this year. 

Councillor Shiraz Mirza said: 
“When I had the phone call the 
caravans were just coming in. 

“They went shopping, obviously 
suggesting they’re here to stay. I 
could see salad, jam bottles, 
women carrying the food stuff. 
There are young children, babies, 
people of all ages. They had clear 
bags, must be some local shops 
where they picked up some food. 


“This is a very nice, popular 
park and there is a play area so 
their kids were playing in that. It 
was just like a picnic.” 

But dog walker Bev Ward, 67, of 
Idmiston Square, Worcester Park, 
who takes her Yorkshire terrier, 
Rafael, for a stroll through the 
park every day called the site an 
“eyesore”. 

She said: “Everyone is con¬ 
cerned about it because it looks 
awful. It has ruined the front of 
the park.” 

Chris Cockel, project officer at 
the Environment Trust for Rich¬ 
mond, which also works in 
Kingston, said: “What started out 
as quite a nice piece of woodland 
has been decimated by a private 
landowner. 

“It resembles something you 
might see in a Borneo rainforest. 
It is a total mess. It’s a green flag 
park so it really makes a mockery 
out of the green flag system if a 
green flag park can be treated this 
way.” 

Kingston Council’s Conserva¬ 
tive leader Councillor Howard 
Jones said: “It’s good to know the 
police are responsive and arrive 
in a timely manner. The council’s 
response was woeful. 

“I spent over an hour at the 
scene trying to find someone to 
take a lead role - it was frustrat¬ 
ing. I know early intervention can 
make such a difference to the 
outcome.” 

In 2010 London Mayor Boris 
Johnson halved the number of 
gypsy and traveller sites needed 
to just 238 despite previously indi¬ 
cating that these would double. 

At the time he said an increase 
in pitches for travellers could not 
be justified.

across 32 London boroughs. 

The programme of co-ordinated 
action will continue until 
September. 

But Blagdon Road resident Se¬ 
bastian Amos said: “How are they 
going to solve it? I have no idea. I 
hope they can. They recognise it is 
a problem. It has to be an ongoing 
initiative. It does feel like crime 
has been increasing recently. It 
does feel slightly unsafe. 

“The summer is always worse 
because the young people have 
nothing to do. The park is close to 
the high street and shops that sell 
alcohol.” 

New Malden Councillor Lynne 
Finnerty said: “Blagdon Park has 
been a problem. 

“It all boils down to police being 


available. We have had an issue 
with staffing levels. 

“I am hoping, with the new polic¬ 
ing model, police are not taken 
away to busier places because 
that is what has been happening 
before. 

“But you have got to believe 
them. They don’t want crime.” 

In April 2009 a teenage boy was 
left in a coma for more than two 
weeks and with brain damage 
after he was attacked by a south 
London gang in Blagdon Park. 

Officers launched a murder in¬ 
quiry fearing he would die. 

That same month a woman was 
left traumatised after she was 
robbed in the park. 

In June 2009 a dog walker was 
also set upon by a gang of youths 
who left him needing 15 stitches on 
his face. 

A CCTV camera put in the park 


was revealed not to be working. It 
has since been removed. 

Beverley ward Councillor Simon 
James, lead member for sustain¬ 
ability and sport, said: “It is good 
that the police are going to be pay¬ 
ing more attention to the area and 
I hope that continues. 

“That said, the park is not a dan¬ 
gerous one and it is somewhere 
that I am still happy for my own 
children to play.” 

Police will aim to target the top 
five antisocial behaviour offenders 
from drug dealers to persistent 
drinkers and nuisance neighbours 
around Blagdon Park. 

Other promises made by 
Kingston police were to tackle the 
issue of cyclists on pavements and 
to reduce drug crime in Surbiton.

Road death 

A Tolworth Hospital patient who 
died after being mown down by 
a car had been discharged days 
earlier.

“He was discharged with a com¬ 
prehensive care plan for daily fol¬ 
low-up visits by the home 
treatment team. 

“An investigation into his dis¬ 
charge was carried out and a doc¬ 
tor’s report was submitted to the 
inquest.” 

A clinical psychiatrist was re¬ 
ported to have told the inquest Mr 
Khan was reluctant to leave the 
hospital, but the trust said that 
was incorrect.

She said she will also focus 
on gathering “real-time” feed¬ 
back on services from pa¬ 
tients and staff. 

She said: “I have to ensure 
that the quality remains. We 
want it to get better. I would 
want to get out and meet the 


staff - I want to get to hear 
what they are saying. 

“That would be one of my 
first priorities.” 

Addressing the concerns of 
campaigners who say the 
looming closure of accident 
and emergency and maternity 
services at Epsom and St Heli- 
er hospitals will put pressure 
on Kingston, Mrs Bates said 
the hospital is “well-placed” 
to expand.

“We have had increased 
usage of accident and emer¬ 
gency, and Kingston Hospital 
has coped. I think that if they 
have coped with it they will 
absolutely continue to cope 
with it.” 

A planning application for a 
new two-storey maternity 
building was turned down 
by Kingston Council earlier 
this year, due to parking 
concerns. 


‘A good appointment’ 

Councillor Dennis Doe, a hospital 
governor elected by the public, 
said: “It is a great pity that the past 
chairman had to leave because 


of his serious ill health. 

“I am very impressed with the 
speed at which they have moved, 
and I am very impressed they have 


got Sian Bates. I am delighted she 
has been appointed because from 
all my previous experience with her, 
she is a very sharp woman.” 


Kicking out traders is undemocratic 


Kingston Society has said it is 
still “confused” about plans to 
boot out three Market Place 
traders, despite a successful 
meeting with Kingstonfirst to 
discuss the redevelopment pro¬ 
ject recently. 

A greeting card stall, a CD 
and DVD stall and a stall that 
sold watches were all part of 
the eviction process to turn the 
12th century market into a 


medley of food stalls. 

But Kingston Society vice- 
chairman Brian Godding said: 
“It is undemocratic. We are 
happy with the form the mar¬ 
ket would take, but are con¬ 
fused by the way it is being 
managed by Kingstonfirst - 
it does not want to hear 
objections.” 

Kingstonfirst had previously 
offered the market traders a

The public meeting between 
Kingston Society members, 
Kingstonfirst and project man¬ 
ager Mark Teasdale took place 
at Tiffin School in Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Road, on July 17. 

The regeneration works will 
begin from September.

Historic Penny in for a pounding

A campaign to save a 185-year- 
old building, opened by royalty 
as an infant school for the poor, 
has failed. 

Councillors voted to allow 
Kingston College to demolish 
the Penny School building in 
Richmond Road to make room 
for a three-storey college 
extension. 

Neighbours who objected to 
the planned demolition said 
the Penny School, built in 1828, 
was “a memorial to the town’s 
educational and philanthropic 
history”. 

Features editor June Samp¬ 
son, from our sister paper Sur¬ 
rey Comet, also wrote in 
support, saying the “modest 
building” may be unique in 
Britain. 

The Kingston Society said 
the loss of the Penny School 
would be an “unthinkable sac¬ 
rifice”, although the develop¬ 
ment would improve the 
“dilapidated” site. 

George Rome Innes, from the 
society, said: “I think it is an 
act of vandalism. We have few 
historic buildings left in 
Kingston. Year after year, more 
things disappear. 

“It is ridiculous. It could well 
have been incorporated [into 
the development].” 

Neighbours who objected to 
the demolition said the Penny 


School, built in 1828, was “a 
memorial to the town’s 
educational and philanthropic 
history”. 

Committee chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Vicki Harris said: “It was 
with a heavy heart we ap¬ 
proved that one. 

“They have done everything 
you could possibly want from 
a developer - apart from 
having to knock down the 
building. 

“Unfortunately we could not 


have refused it because of that, 
because that would have been 
laughed out of the planning 
inspectorate.” 

Councillor Ken Smith voted 
against the plans. 

He said: “It could have been 
argued with the inspector 
that it was something worth 
keeping. 

“Once it is gone it is gone. It 
may not have been a listed 
building, but nevertheless it 
was part of Kingston heritage. 


“I think they could have done 
more to preserve that small 
Penny School.” 

The Kingston Society’s sub¬ 
mission to the council said al¬ 
though the development would 
improve the “dilapidated” site, 
the loss of the Penny School 
would be an “unthinkable 
sacrifice”. 

Kingston College principal 
Peter Mayhew-Smith said op¬ 
position to the demolition at 
the meeting was “sensitive” 


and “intelligent”. 

He said: “It is a real shame. It 
does symbolise something im¬ 
portant in Kingston’s heritage 
and we understand that. 

“We simply cannot work 
around that building.” 

The new development will re¬ 
place old and poor-quality aca¬ 
demic buildings on the 
Richmond Road site. 

The college hopes to open the 
building in January 2015, Mr 
Mayhew-Smith said. 


‘Short 
back and 
chides’ 

Two men have denied as¬ 
sault after an alleged fight 
between two barber shops 
next door to each other in 
Kingston. 

Farhan Ismail, 35, of 
Earle Gardens, Kingston, 
and Zeshan Ismail, 27, of 
Coombe Lane West, 
Kingston, appeared at 
Lavender Hill Magistrates’ 
Court on July 24. 

They denied inflicting 
grievous bodily harm with¬ 
out intent and assault on 
Mohanad Nasraldin and 
Omar Nasraldin, from 
the next door shop Bonta, 
on Monday evening, last 
week. 

Bonta was a sandwich 
shop bought on a 12-year 
lease in the past few 
months. But the new own¬ 
ers were in the process of 
opening a hairdressers. 

The Ismails will appear at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
August 7, for a hearing. 

Ismail’s Barber Shop has 
been cutting hair for more 
than 10 years and counted 
England rugby captain 
Chris Robshaw among its 
clientele.

Help to Buy to be rolled 
out to existing property 


The news that the 
government backed Help to 
Buy scheme will be extended 
to buyers of existing homes 
has been welcomed by local 
estate agents. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
met mortgage lenders and 
housebuilders last week to 
discuss extending the scheme 
to those wanting to buy 
existing homes. 

The first phase of the 
scheme was launched four 
months ago and provides 
equity loans for buyers of 
new homes.
